Thay ara azartlng 
groat afforta ta aplit than, to alianata than fron thalr 
ainoara and know* laadars, and to eraata troubla bat m an 
than, tha Arab states, and tha Arab Leagus* Thay ara 
noroortr andatvoring to frustrate tha bopaa of tha refugees 
of returning to their bona land and to parauada than of tba 
futility of dinging to tha right to go bank to thair 
oouatry. Tha Java foal that tha Croatian of oonfuaion and 
dlf f a r anoaa among tha refugees la ona of tha n aaa a by vhleh 
thay oan roaliaa thair purpose* 
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"The J««i In Palestine art cooperating with t he Arab Conranlet 
Party to reach the results toward which they art aspiring* 
Furthermore, fr— nnl — it alto, in general, endeavoring to 
spread it# Ideologies and teachings among refugee ranks and 
elreles, taking adrantagt of tht hardahipt and misery from 
which tha refugees art suffering. 

■In oooeequenoe of these afforta harmful and destructive 
mo meant# hart developed in refugee olrelaa — thanks to 
Jewish and Cn—imlat propaganda, which la dlaaealaatad by 
their many agtnta throughout Lebanon and among the refugees 
themselves. Among thaaa emissaries and aganta art a group 
of Palootlnlan youth that ineludaa oartain students at tha 
American University. Thaaa young man took for themselves 
tha use of 'Tha Conaittoa of tha Congrosa of Bonalaaa 
Aruba . 1 thle nwlttec la fictitious. 

•They prooat dad to spread propaganda in refuge# circle a In 
tha name of that oo—lttea through tracts, articles in tha 
press, visits to tha refugee camps and barracks, and aptachaa 
and diaout alone. 

■In order to gain tha confidence of tha refugeee and to be 
•are that they read its publications and listened to tha 
epseehae mf its representatives, tha ciclttes began to 
prstmd eat real m and eacrlfloe and to proclaim ite Inaiatanoa 
on tha right of tha refugees to return to Palaatina. This 
demand wma weloonad by tha refugees. 

•However, tha oomaittee does not shov its real intentions, 
this has he earns evident from its publications and apeaebaa. 

It dementia repatriation, partition, creation of a Palestinian 
state In the Arab part of Palaatina, and tha evacuation of 
all farelfi forces from tha country. (By 'foreign forces' 
they mean tha Syrian, Egyptian, and Jordanian forces which 
are occupying certain aaotloos of Palestine.) 

•The members of tha Committee of tha Congress of Homeless 
Arabs advocate a grume principle — n mealy, that tha 
Palestinian people are tha Arabic end Jewish people. They 
proclaim their desire for tha establishment of a Palestinian 
state (Arob-Jewieh) , tha gore meant of which is to be formed 
on a proportional basis — tbs chief of tha state to be a 
Jew (because the Jews form the majority in Palestine^ and 
the head of the government to be an Arab. 
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"These persons, in their publication*, speeches tad picpt- 
ganda, have node their sole purpose the creation of 
diffeiunoes between the refugees and tba Palaatlaiaa loaders 
(beaded by the Grand Mufti and the members of the Arab 
Higher Couni ties for Palestine) and between and refugees 
and the Arab governm en t! their presidents, their kings, and 
the Arab League. Their purpose is to destroy the norale of 
the Arabs, frustrate their hopes, sow dissension between 
their various alas sea, and create differences between the 
Arab rulers and the Arab peoples. They do not hesitate, 
in this destructive policy, to accuse the Palestinian 
leaders and organisations of being traitors and conspirators 
with foreigners, and the leaders of the Arab states and 
Arab League of being servants of foreigners. 

"In view of the positive belief that this destructive cove- 
nant is being financed, directed, and guided by the Jews 
and Cn— uniats (considering the nany expanses of the eo- 
ca lled oc—ittee for tracts, publications, and travail 
thsy era psoniles* refugees) | in view of ths fact that the 
alas of this group are ths rtl a esnl nation of dsstruotiva 
principles and the sowing of dissension between the Arabs 
in gsneral and the refugees in particular! in view of its 
shsnsl sss attacks on the Palestinian leadars, on ths heads 
of the Arab states, and on the Arab League iteelf ; in view 
of the fact that ite attacks ars being levelled violently 
agalnet the British and the Americans alone and not against 
the Busaians, who thanselves played a great part in the 
creation of a Jewish state in Palestine (which indicates 
the preeenoe of Craaninlst fingers behind this no went) | 
end whereas such activities would inevitably lead to 
insurrections end differences (as has actually taken place 
for instenoe In the Gourand and Vevell Barracks in Be f Ibek, 
in Tripoli, and in the BurJ al-BaraJna oanp) and would 
threaten the interest# of the refugees as well as present 
a threat to public security, order end status quo in Lebanon) 
and in order to avoid what night result frou such acts and 
propaganda — such as problems earing the refugees thanselves 
on tbs one band and between the refugees and the Lebanese 
govexuaeut and people on the other — it is to tbs interests 
of Lebanon and of the refugees to make it inembent on the 
authorities repsonsible for peace, order and security in 
Lebanon to take necessary and 1 Mediate measures to stop 
those acts and propaganda in order to save the refugees end 
Lebanon from the untoward co ns e q uences of tbs se efforts." 
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
